These
forms do not require the signature of a physician
nor anyone else besides the diver.

Failure to submit this form by March 01 will re-
sult in the suspension of the diver's NOAA cert i-
fication.

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UNIT DIVING INSPECTIONS

Annual dive locker inspections are required by NAO
209-123 (NOAA Dive Regs). Unit Diving Inspection
Checklists, used to conduct these inspections, are
important to better ensure that unit/ship dive lock-
ers are evaluated with a critical eye with regard to
equipment condition and maintenance, organiza-
tion, resource availability, etc. Completed check-
lists were due from all units/ships to their LODO/
FDO by January 15.

Units/ships failing to submit dive locker inspec-
tions to their LODO/FDO by March 31, 2004 will
result in the suspension of diving certifications
for all divers in that unit. Inspection checklists are
also available online at the NDC web site. Those
